The condemned man passed a 
restless night, but he walked to the scaffold 
without atremor. Neal’s neck was broken by 
the fail. The murderer’s real name is un- 
known, and on the scaffold he refused to dis- 
close his identity, although he confessed his 
crime.

WILLIAM LEE, FORGER, SENTENCED, 


The Notorious Ohio Criminal Again to Be 
a Penitentiary Inmate. 

Evansviixe, Ind., Oct. 9.—[Special,]—Will- 
iam Lee was sentenced today to the peniten- 
tiary for five years for housebreaking here in 
March. He assumes several aliases—William 
Connell, William McNally, and Frank Lade. 
After his theft here he was captured in Indian- 
apolis and brought back. After receiving 
his sentence today Lee walked over to the 
bench and handed Judge Richardson a written 
history of his life. He said in the paper that 
he was a Virginian by birth. At the age of 14 
years he entered the Confederate army, in 
which he served until Lee's surrender, being 
discharged as a physical as well as a financial 
wreck. He was employed as a bar- 
tender and soon found himself out of work 
on account of intemperance. He soon took 
to roving, associating among thieves who led 
him to disgrace. After traveling several 
years he was arrested and convicted of 
burglary at Cleveland, for which he was sent 
to the Columbus penitentiary for a term of 
nine years, which expired last February. 
Two years and a half ago Lee, alias McNally, 
was the best known criminal in the 
country. It was in connection with the 
famous tally-sheet forgery in which Allen O. 
Meyer, the noted Cincinnati Enquirer corre- 
spondent, narrowly escaped the penitentiary. 
Lee or McNally is a good Democrat, and his 
testimony settled the case for Meyer, who is 
now a free man. 

Lee charges that several attempts were 
made to take his life, and at one time, fear- 
ing that he would lose his life anyhow, he at- 
tempted tocommit suicide, and shows a scar 
on his throat as the effect of a knife wound. 
He charges Supt. Charrington, foreman of 
the cigar department of the Columbus Pen- 
itentiary, with the incendiarism which des- 
troyed the building and cost the insurance 
companies $8,000

MORE CAPITAL FOR THE B. AND 0 


Ten Million Dollars in Stocks to Be Issued 
and Much of it Used for Improvement. 
Bartimore, Md., Oct. 9.—[Special. ]|—It was 

stated in financial circles here today that the 

Baltimore and Ohio Railroad company will 

adopt a new financial policy at the annual 

meeting in November by which the holders of 
the common stock will hereafter be paid cash 
dividends at the rate of 144 per cent quarterly. 

Hambleton & Co., bankers and authorities in 

railroad matters, in their weekly circular to- 

morrow will say: From a source which we 
consider entirely reliable, we learn that it 1s 
proposed to ask the stockholders at the annual 
meeting in November to authorize the issue 
of $10,000,000 additional stock. This 
stock will be apportioned as follows: As 
a dividend to present stockholders 
$3,000,000; to the Pittsburg and Western rail- 
road, $2,000,000 to be sold as requested; for 
extensions and betterments, 35, 000, 000. It is 
also proposed to pay cash dividends at the 
rate of 1K per cent quarterly. The Baltimore 
and Ohio company has in the last two years 
earned over and above all fixed charges an 
amount equivalent to 10 per cent per annum 
on its capital stock, which amount is claimed 
to have been spent on other than ordinary ex- 
penses and to reimburse the stockholders who 
have been deprived of their earned dividends, 
It is now proposed to divide ameng 
them 20 per cent in stock. This policy will 
give stability to Baltimore and Ohio stock 
and induce purchases for investment. It is to 
be presumed that tho $2,000,000 stock to be 
given for the purchase of the Pittsburg and 
Western railroad and the $5,000,000 stock to 
be sold by the company for extensions and 
improvements will not be sold under par, and 
as the present stock is to receive 20 per cent 
in new stock, its cost price taking present 
market about 103, would be reduced to about 

83, quite a margin for an advance in the Bal- 

timore and Ohio stock liberally the last week, 

and the stock has recorded an advance of 2 to 

3 per cent. The Baltimore regular stock sold 

from 100 up to 104, and trust certificates from 

99 to 101.“ It was announced today that at 

the meeting of the Ohio and Mississippi stock- 

holders to be held in Cincinnati Oct. 16 a 

directory named by the Baltimore and Ohio 

will be elected, thus giving that company 
virtual control.

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CRUDE IN ALL DETAILS. 


BERNHARDT’S NEW PLAY LACKS STM 


METRY, DIGNITY, AND CHARM. 


Its Author Not the Master of the Priniary 
Principles of Playwriting—Like a Pro- 
duction Based on a Dime Novel—The 
Story of the Piot—The fourth Act 
Superfluous and Utterly Without Inter- 
est—An Expressed Wear That Might 
Easily Come to Pass. 


Mme. Bernhardt is mistaken if, in her new 
play written by M. Darmont, a member of 
her company, she thinks she has a great work; 
for it lacks symmetry, dignity, and charm. 
Imagine the dramatization from one of the 
serial stories of a popular “servant girl 
weekly and one has a drama of equal artistic 
value with this sensational melodrama. The 
author has shown, one admits, much imagina- 
tion, but he has not proved himself to be the 
master of the primary principles of his craft. 
But it affords Mme. Bernhardt an opportunity 
to act, some may claim. So would any 
dramatized dime novel, one must answer. 
Shall she who works in marble mold in mud? 

The play is intended to be an emotional 
drama of peasant life. The rustic Capulets 
and Montagues are at war, and Pauline 1s 
given to a country clown. Her true lover, 
Frangois Marchal, played by M. Fleury, is 
admitted to her chamber to.save his life. This 
ends the first act in an artistic picture, but in 
a situation morally impossible except from 
any but a French point of view. 

In the second act Pauline is coerced by her 
father to marry the stupid Cadet, although she 
has sworn to refuse in the Mayor's 
office the husband forced on ber. 
Frangois expects her to assert her independ- 
ence, and, as the Mayor is the true lover’s 
fathergthe tyrannical parent is to be check- 
mated. Pauline at the last moment weakens 
and says Les instead of NO“; and the 
magistrate, losing his head, pronounces her 
a wedded wife. The cheated lover rushes m. 
but too late, the curtain falling on an incom- 
plete tableau. 

The Work of a Novice. 

Noone but a raw novice at playmaking 
would raise the hopes of an audience to expect 
a climax and give instead a ridiculous anti- 
climax. An audience likes a pleasurable sur- 
prise, but an insult to it is a surprise that dis- 
appoints. There are things natural in real 
life that are not practicable on the stage, and 
this is one. If Pauline Blanchard” were 
thus represented in Paris it never would pro- 
ceed beyond this point; it would be laughed 
off the boards. 


In the midst of these crudities a beautiful 


feature of the performance was Mme. Bern- 
hardt’s quiet and subdued conduct toward her 
irate parent. Even in her obstinacy, which 
almost equaled her father’s, she was reverent 
and gentle. When he lifted a chair to strike 
ber she stopped him with the words: My 
mother is not here to protect me.“ Her 
mother was dead. 

Third act: Pauline rushes, in her bridal 
gown, toahut occupied by her old aunt. 
There is a storm raging, and, though the act- 
ress is supposed to pass through it, her white 
gown is not bedraggled. Mme. Bernhardt 
does not generally neglect these details. Asa 
pure bit of technical acting the entrance into 
the hut is electrical. Here the fugitive wife and 
the forsaken lover have a commonplace quar- 
rel and a reconciliation, which on account of 
the awkwardness of the author is ineffectual. 
The curtain falls on the determination of the 
heroine to spend the night in the garret, and 
the lover goes out into the storm. it will be 
remembered that in the first act Francois en- 
tered Fauline's apartment.

The end of the third act is nil. It is simply 
unfinished. The fourth act is superfluous, be- 
cause it does not carry on the action by a step. 
Besides, the scene is one of the wretched inte- 
riors which become distressing in dismalness 
and number. The hero is being urged to 
marry another girl; he has an interview with 
Pauline’s father, who is looking for his child 
and Las not common sense enough to find 
her, and who contradicts his own character 
by kneeling to his enemy. Frangais ends the 
act by exclaiming, *“‘ What shall I do?“ His 
father’ says, Tour duty.“ Curtain. The 
advice is moral, but one cannot commend it 
as dramatic. Besides, one cannot see what 
was the youth’s duty in the circumstances 
unless to blow out his worthless brains. 

The fifth act returns tothe garret where 
Pauline lies. Sheis ** wedded, yet no wife,“ 
as the Chambermaid’s Own would express her 
dilemma. Clearly the only thing. for her to 
do is to go crazy. They tell her that her true 
lover is about to marry another girl. This 
convinces Pauline that it is the proper theatri- 
cal proceedure to become violently insane. 
Mme. Bernhardt said in an interview the 
other day that if she persisted in this scene 
she would lose her mind. It is very likely. 
One does not hesitate to assure her that for 
any sensible person to continue witnessing, 
or, what is worse, acting in M. Darmont’s 
play is to invite an attack of violent in- 
sanity. Mme. Bernhardt, of course, makes 
a great tour of force of the crazy scene; but 
let her learn this secret: There is one thing 
which no good play can do—that is, to show 
too much of Mme. Bernhardt both in person- 
ality and skill. This is what Pauline 
Blanchard does, and this is what is unpar- 
donable in its author. 

After the insanity exploit one cannot help 
quoting from the running English commenta- 
ry on the play: “ Francois makes a move- 
ment as though to run to her and call her 
back, but, stopping, he falls back upon the 
pallet sobbing, tearing the sheets with his 
teeth. 

There is a sixth act, but shall one proceed? 
Pauline is taken to the unfortunate man to 
whom she is legally married. He does not 
perceive that she is more than ordinarily 
crazy,and he attempts to exercise a simple 
right—to kiss her on the neck. Poor fel- 
low! Pauline seizes him by the hair, 
pushes back his head, and with a sickle she 
cuts his throat! Asif it had not been bad 
enough on her part to have married him. 
Then she dies, which she should have done 
before creating so much trouble,’ 

Can this play have been seriously accepted 
in Australia and in San Franciseo? It is hard 
to believe so. Mme. Bernhardt has the repu- 
tation at times of being eccentric, and one 
suspects her of having tried inthis “ penny 
dreadful” to perpetrate a practical joke.

PRESIDENT DILL MADE FALSE ENTRIES. 


Ae Credited Himself with Items to Which 


He Had No Claim, 

CLEARFIELD, Pa., Oct. 9.—The preliminary 
hearing of President Dill of the defunct bank- 
ing institutions of Clearfield and Houtzdale 
took piace this afternoun. Bookkeeper Bloom, 
who was first examined, recognized an entry 
in the journal made July 14, 1891, as being in 
Dill’s handwriting. This entry was an extra 
to the credit of Dill amounting to $12,664 
made up of three items, of which one was for 
$10,000, marked Philadelphia exchenge.”’ 
He then turned to the bank journal of the 
same date and all these $10,000 entries 
were in Dill's handwriting. W. C. Smith, 
discount clerk of the Chestnut Street 
National Bank of Philadelphia, created 
a sensation by stating that Dill 
had no credit there of $10,000 July 14 or any- 
where near that time. This witness corrobo- 
rated the testimony of Bookkeeper Bloom 
that but $1,800 had been remitted to Phila- 
delphia, and that to the Chestnut Street Bank. 
Both were closely questioned by counsel and 
by orcasional interrogatory by Dill, but both 
said that no trace whatever of the $10,000 
crideted in Dill’s books could be found. The 
Bank Examiner then pronounced the entry 
false, ending further examination; the de- 
fense asked for time and the hearing was con- 
tinued until next Friday at Altoona. Mr. 
Dill was bound over in the sum of $20,000 to 
appear at that time. Another warrant was 
served however, by the Marshal, charging 
Dill with embezzling $76,000 from the First 
National Bank of Clearfield, and he was re- 
quired to give an additional bond of $20,000 
before he could return to his home.

City or Mexico, Oct. 9.—(Special.]—Vin- 
cente Loaiza, a traveling man, came to this 
city today and tells a most remarkable story. 
He says that he had occasion to visit a town 
twenty-five leagues south of Teluca last Mon- 
day. While there a small mountain about 
half way between the towns of Tenaneingo 
and Tecualoya exploded with a most terrific 
report. Immediately an immense volume of 
water comimenced to flow from the newly- 
formed crater and inundated much of the sur- 
rounding country. The Indians fled to the 
hills and the church bells in the sur- 
rounding villages were rung violently. 
A general panic ensued. The water soon 
found its level and poured through a gorge 
fifteen feet deep, and continued so to flow un- 
til the nextday, when Mr. Loaiza left. The 
inhabitants were so frightened that they 
would not approach the stream. Mr. Loaiza 
did not take the temperature of the water, but 
he supposes it was hot, as he saw vapor rising 
from it on a warm day. The volume of water 
was so great that it carried away two high 
bridges which crossed the ravine far above 
water mark. The crater formed by the ex- 
plosion was quite large, and rock and earth 
were scattered far and wide. Mr. Loaiza is 
not a scientific man, but is intelligent and re- 
liable.

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PURE WATER POSSIBLE. 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR SECURING AN 
ABUNDANT SUPPLY AT ONCE. 
. 

It Is Proposed to Secure Contractor Onder- 
donk’s Intermediate Crib for Use as ar 
Intake—Conferences Between City Au- 
thorities and the Owner on the Subject— 
The Price Asked Will Probably Be Near 
the $50,000 Mark. 


There is an excellent prospect that Chicago 
will have an abundant supply of pure, clear, 
wholesome water before the Christmas holi- 
days. The promise of this abundant supply 
has been made by the city authorities many 
times before. But the promise has never 
been kept. It can be kept now. 

The abundant supply of clear, pure, whole- 
some water will not come from Mr. Cregier’s 
North shore inlet tunnel either. If that tunnel 
18 terminated at the proposed breakwater crib 
the chances are that clear, pure, wholesome 
water can never be got through it. It will be 
always polluted with shore washings and 
sewage from the river. 

The supply is to be had from the much- 
abused Onderdonk tunnel, and it can be ob- 
tained by utilizing the much-talked-of inter- 
mediate crib. One of the six-foot tunnels 
from the shore towards the intermediate crib 
is now only 753 feet from thatcrib. The 
other six-foot tunnel is bored to about 1,000 
feet of the crib. 

The. connection can be easily made within 
forty days. It will take only about twenty or 
thirty ‘days more to put the intermediate crib 
in good repair, to put in the gates, to clean 
out the tunnel, ana to run the water through, 
and to start the big pumping engines at Four- 
teenth street. 

One of the big pumps at Fourteenth street 
is now in place. Another will be ready for 
delivery in a few days. It can be put in 
place and made ready for operations long be- 
fore the tunnel is ready for piping the water 
through it. The shore connections were all 
put in under Mayor Roche. A long line of 
thirty-six-inch water pipes is now being laid 
along Thirty-fourth place, and will be con- 
tinued southward along Ashland avenue so as 


to make connections with the Town of Lake 


water pipe system. The long-suffering people 
of the Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thirty- 
first Wards will thus be relieved, 

Will Have to Settle with Mim. 

Before anything is done the city authorities 
will have to come to terms with Mr. Onder- 
donk, the tunnel contractor. Mr. Onderdonk, 
in fact, owns the intermediate crib. He put 
it in place for convenience in working. 

The intention was to drive thetunnels shore- 
wards and outwards from the cribs so that 
four sets of construction men might be oper- 
ated at one time; one set outward from tne 
intermediate crib, one set shorewards from 
the same, a third set working from the outer 
towards the intermediate crib, and oné set 
from the shore face. This was found impos- 
sible on account of the nature of the ground 
at the intermediate crib to work with any ad- 
vantage. The contractor put in air locks and 
air pressure machines, but after operating 
with them for nearly two months he only 
made progress of a few hundred feet and had 
to abandom them. 

The intermediate crib was useless fora 
working shaft, but it will serve excellently 
well for an intake. 

Had the Council Finance committee met 
yesterday it was the intention to submit a 
proposition for an arbitration or settlement 
with Mr. Onderdonk which would enable the 
city authorities to begin immediately to pre- 
pare the intermediate crib as a water intake. 
The Finance committee did not meet, and

Will Probably Ask $50,000, . 

From the history of past efforts at negotia- 
tions it is surmised that Mr. Onderdonk will 
offer to surrender the intermediate crib for 
about $50,000. He has always claimed that it 
cost him about that amount to put it in place. 
The city officials, however, have been trying 
to scale him down, pointing out to him that 
the crib is useless to him for working pur- 
poses. He will not admit that. It is proba- 
ble, however, that he will make some conces- 
sion, and that an arrangement will be 
reached. If it is the city will have three 
first-class systems of water tunnels in opera- 
tion before the first of January—the crib sys- 
tem, the Hyde Park system, and the Onder- 
donk system. ‘There will then. be sufficient 
water for all purposes in the fifth and sixth 


and higher stories of flats and office buildings 


as well as in the basement kitchens. 

Of course the use of the intermediate crib 
does not mean the abandonment of the outer 
crib or of the more than half mile of the tun- 
nel already constructed towards the interme- 
diate crib from it. That outer tunnel of eight 
feet will be persevered with. It is now mak- 
ing progress at the rate of about sixteen feet 
per day. There are 5,000 feet yet to be cut be- 
fore the, intermediate tunnel is reached. At 
the present rate of progress it will take over 
300 days. It would not be safe to count on its 
being finished for another year. Chicago 
could not afford to wait for its eompletion. 

This use will not only afford relief to the old 
city but also for Lake View, because the North 
Side works can be used in forcing through the 
water for the northern portion of the city. The 
new Fourteenth street works, the distributing 
stations at Harrison and TWenty-second 
streets, and the Hyde Park works will do am- 
ply for the South Side, Hyde Park, and Lake.

CHARGES AGAINST AN ITALIAN CONSUL. 


Celso Cesar Moreno Gets After King Hufu- 
bert’s Chicago Representative. 
Wasmxorox. D. C., Oct. 9.—[Special.]— 
Celso Cæsar Moreno, who stirred up the Ital- 
ians of Chicago some years ago on the 
padrone system, is after Consul Manassero. 
He is writing a book on the subject, and some 
of the chapters will be in Italian, so that King 
Humbert’s advisers may know to what extent 
evil is encouraged by the King’s representa- 
tives in this country. Though much has been 
done to stop the business Mr. Moreno says 
there is still a wide field for reform. He de- 
clares that nearly all the Italian diplomatic 
or consular officers in the United States still 
aid the padrones either actively or passively. 
Mr. Moreno waged a fierce war on Minister 
Fava, and has kept it up since the latter’s re- 
call. One of the charges against Fava was 
that he had used $5,000 allowed him yearly 
for renting a proper residence for his own 
personal expenses. People in Washington do 
not know what the Minister’s allowance was, 
but they do know he lived more cheaply than 
a half-paid government clerk. Friends, how- 
ever, wrote a denial to Rome and told of the 
„palace the Minister lived in on Connecti- 
cut avenue, which is a fine street. Fava had 
a room in a nice building, which might 
pass for a palace, but it -was almost 
whelly given up to stores. Moreno had 
a photographer take a picture of the 
place. On one side of Minister Fava's Le- 
gation headquarters was a barber-shop and 
on the other side a candy store. Moreno 
secured affidavits as to the correctness of the 
photographs and sent them along with the 
pictures to Rudini. He also interviewed the 
landladies at the various places where Fava 
had rented quarters during his term as Min- 
ister. He was able to show by his testimony 
that the highest the Minister had ever paid 
for rent for the legation was $18 a month, 
while it did not average more than $14. From 
this it may be understood that Mr. Moreno is

Consul Manassero was 
dining somewhere with an Irishman, a Ger- 
man, and I think aJew. He sent a telegram 
to King Humbert congratulating the King on 


the occasion and glorifying the celebration he 


[the Consul] was making. But the Italians 
who had a right to celebrate had no 
part in the Consul’s jubilation. He thought 
a telegram would be enough and that nobody 
would expose the way he celebrated the na- 
tional festival day. Of course the Chicago 
patriotic Italians were indignant. Mr. Oscar 
Durante, the editor of La Italia, criticised 
the Consul’s conduct in his paper. Since then 
I am told that he has been harassed by libel 


suits inspired by the Consul. 


„Mr. Durante is 4 young man who stands 
very high among his patriotic countrymen. 
He represents the best element of the Italians 
in the United States. He had a right to criti- 
cise Consul Manassero’s conduct, and I am 
going to lay the facts before the advisers of 
King Humbert, that they may know how his 
government is misrepresented in this 
country.”’

Baurtimore, Md., Oct, 9.—[Special. }—Con- 
gressman Bunting of the Thirty-third New 
York District, and representing the American 
Tinplate Consumers’ Association, had a con- 
ference here this evening with twenty-five 
prominent manufacturers of tinware. All the 
prominent manufacturers of tin cans, one of

the effect of the new law. Every one 
of the manufacturers present, while 
willing to subseribe to the appropria- 
tion, expressed his satisfaction with the 
present tariff on tin and opposed any change 
whatever in the law.

A Englishman, said to be the senior mem- 
ber of a firm which within the last few months 
has placed some $500,000,000 (?) of British 
capital in American industries, has been inter- 
viewed in regard to the Stock-Yards problem. 
He is represented as advising the littie pack- 
ers to buy up the stock of the big yards, now 
that it can be procured for about $70 per 
share, and hold it fur sale at some time in the 
future at $170, thus making a clean profit of 
$100 per share out of the operation. He thinks 
it is only a question of time when the nuisance 
caused by the Stock-Yards will become so 
great that the city authorities will im- 
plore the occupants to get out, and that 
the latter will say in substance: We know 


we are breeding typhoid-fever here. We 


are willing to_move if you will only 
pay us our price. The property is very valu- 
able, and it will cost us a great deal to move. 
Now, what will you give us to get out?” And 
the gentleman intimated that his party had 
secured the Tolleston tract,so they would 
have a place to retreat to when forced to go. 
Probably few who read the report of the in- 
terview would be disposed to deny that the 
speaker is a diplomat—or something else. 
The Tolleston tract may be thought a good 


place to run to, but the general understand- 


ing is that it has cost the latest investors a 
good deal of money, and that they only con- 
sented to pay the price because forced to do 
so or suffer a bigger loss. It does not seem 
probable that the little packers will follow 
the advice thus freely tendered. At least it 
is known that up to date some of their num- 
ber do not see it in that light.“ 


BOTH SHOOTING WIDE OF THE MARK. 

The joint debate between Gov. Campbell 
and Maj. McKinley is disappointing. Each of 
them stuck to details and neglected the great 
underlying principles involved in their contro- 
very. Never mind if McKinley did express 
the opinion in 1890 that wool would go up end 
under Lawrence-Harpster schedules it has 
gone down instead. Never mind if Gov. 
Campbell did say last year that tinplate would 
not be made in this country, and American 
tinplate made somewhere is glittering now on 
the breastof every Ohio Republican. These 


matters may interest a few people, but they 


dre not the vital points at issue in discussing 
the question of free trade vs. protection. 

Why squabble about higher or lower rates of 
protective duties and their consequences when 
the realquestion is whether there shall be any 
duties at all on the competitive goods now du- 
tiable; and whether tea, coffee, and sugar, 
now free, shall be made dutiable again? 


After years of preaching by Cleveland, tutor- 


ing by Watterson, and dragooning by Mills 
the Northern wing of the Democratic party, 
throwmg off its “‘incidental protection and 
“ tariff reform cloaks, hascome out for naked 
free trade and down with all protection. Gov. 
Campbell should defend that policy, if he can, 
to the satisfaction of the wageworkers, and not 
waste himself on wool and tin. Maj. McKinley 
should attack that free-trade policy and ex- 
plain the disastrous effect on the workingman, 
instead of defending the increased duties on 
barley and eggs imposed by his bill on the 
Canadian farmers. 

Gov, Campbell asked any man in the crowd 
to stand up and say that the McKinley bill has 
raised his wages, and none stood up, and then 
howled calamity about the decreased assessed 
value of farms in Ohio. Maj. McKinley asked 


‘farmers to rise who would sell their land 


as cheaply as before his bill was passed, and 
none rose; but the Major forgot to ask those 
of the crowd favoring the English free-trade 
system who were willing to work for the rates 
of wages paid in Great Britain to produce her 
cheap goods to stand up, and Gov. Campbell 
did not suggest such a test, as that would be 
getting too near the vitala of the real point in 
issue. 

It is easier to keep on the surface of a sub- 
ject than to go to the bowels of it; but the 
listeners are not benefited materially in one 
case while they a great deal in the 
other. It is not in babbling brooks but in 
rivers they like to sail and fish. The debate 
was an entertaining sparring match with soft 
gloves. There was no slugging, no knock- 
downs, and no blood drawn.

Everywhere that 
Farmer Wheeler goes among the people he 
leaves a fine impression for the reason that he 
is in every respect a fit representative of the 
intelligent, broad-minded, progressive farm- 
ers of the Northwest. Mr. Wheeler is not an 


| amateur agriculturist; his sole business is that 


of farming, and he has managed with great 
success the broad farm on which he 
lives. One of the largest and most successful 
farmers and stock-raisers in the State, Mr. 
Wheeler is a thorough business-man as well, 
and although new to the field of politics he is 
showing there good judgment and sagacity. 
Unlike his competitor, Gov. Boies, he has not 
distressed his friends with painful blunders, 
but at every opportunity he strikes the nail 
squarely on the head. Ifthe Iowa Repub- 
licans can’t beat Boies with Wheeler their case 
is hopeless. . 

Afew years ago, when Mr. Wheeler was 
made President of the Iowa State Agricultural

JUDGE GRESHAM ON THE BANE AND 
ANTIDOTE OF POLITICS. 

Tun Taisuns already has taken occasion to 

‘commend the eloquent and fitting tribute 


which Judge Gresham paid to the memory of 
Gen. Grant upon the occasion of the recent 


unveiling of the monument at Lincoln Park. 
At that time it confined its comments to that 
portion of his address which was devoted 
strictiy to the personal characteristics of the 
General as a soldier and a citizen. The con- 
cluding points of the address were of a char- 
acter that must cause serious thought. 

The sentiments uttered upon this occasion 
by Judge Gresham speak for themselves. The 
eloquent warnings which he uttered against 
the venal and ‘debasing character of protes- 
sional and practical” politics will commend 
themselves to all patriotic men at all times. 
It was a fitting time to state them, but they 
should not be allowed to perish with the occa- 
sions The country will do well to heed and 
cherish these utterances. Rarely, indeed, has 
any orator presented the evils of corrupt poli- 
tics in moré incisive and earnest fashion than 


this: 

It is worse than idle to shut our eyes to the ex- 
istence of corrupt methods and practices in our 
politics which threaten to subvert our free insti- 
tutions. The people are often cheated at the 
polls and in legislation, and prizes which should 
be the reward of honest merit are too frequently 
bestowed upon the cunning and the unscrupulous 
rich. Real freedom is not enjoyed by the people 
unless the laws’ dre enacted by their honestly 
chosen representatives. and their freedom of 
action is as much impaired when it is corruptly 
inf asif controiled by force. The man 
w coepts a bribe of any sort places his coa- 

i and judgment in the vilest bondage. He is 
no 1 r Argument is wasted on him. 
Considerations of the public weal or woe do not 
affect him. Bayonets at the polls would not con- 
trol his conduct more effectively. And men who 
contribute monsy to buy votes, and to bribe the 
people’s representatives, as well as those who dis 
bursé it, are deadly enemies of the republic. 
Their greed and love of power are greater than 
their love of country. They impair popular re- 
spect for law, which is the only safeguard for 
life and property; and it will be an evil day for 
the nation when its preservation depends upon 
their patriotism and courage. They may masquer- 
ade in the garb of righteousness, and address the 
people in the langnage of patriotism, but their 
virtues are assumed; they are hypocrites and 
assassins of liberty, and would welcome a dynasty 
rather than shed their blood in defense of popu- 
-lar government. Their shameless and insidious 
attacks on free institutions are infinitely more 
dangerous than the revolutionary teachings 

and practices of a comparatively few visionary 
and ded men and women in our large 
cities. 

Judge Gresham has eloquently pictured one 
of the great and growing evils in our partisan 
officesecking system, but not asa pessimist. 
As against the corruptions of the machine 
politicians he has an abiding faith in the hon- 
esty and patriotism of the plain people, as 
Abraham Lincoln called them, the people who 
are not enemies of law and order, who do not 
hate those who have acquired property by 
honest methods, who bear their full share of 
the public burdens, whose energy and cour- 
age have not been deadened by luxury, and 
who, when the occasion comes, will rush to 
the defense of the Nation as they have done 
in times past. He has stated the danger clear- 
ly, but with equal clearness he states the anti- 


dote: 

It is not improper at this time to call at 
to baleful influences and practices which lower 
our national standard. and, unchecked, threaten 
disaster. Engrossed in the cares of business and 
laborious occupations, men seem inattentive to 
the requirements of citizenship, but they do not 
consciously and willfully shirk its duties and re- 
sponsibilities when they are clearly seen and fully 
understood. They may be slow to act, but when 
danger becomes imminent they will assert them- 
selves again as they have in the past. They will 
not allow the republic to perish from neglect. 
The sentiment of patriotism is still strong in the 
people; It is neither dead nor short-lived. It 
grows and strengthens with honest appeals to it, 
and it may be appealed to with confidence for 
the vindication of good measures, It increases 
with every draft that is made upon it, and while 
it may become silent through neglect it does not 
cease to exist. Its voice may be unheeded fora 
season, and may be drowned by the noiser 
tongues of greed and selfishness, but it will be 
heard again, It patiently submits to many af- 
fronts and quietly endures many indignities. But 
in its temporary silence it gathers an accumaula- 

of energy, and when the limit of ite endu- 
rance has been reached its commanding voice 
breaks forth on the startled air, trumpet-tongued, 
and against ite mighty tones no other voice dare 
lift itself, 

The great celebration is over and already a 


thing of the past, though it will long be re- 


membered as one of the largest and most en- 


thusiastic popular gatherings this or any other 
country ever has witnessed, The majestic 
statue of the Old Commander is uncovered and 
will stand for agesin his memory. The dis- 
tinguished guests and the old soldiers who 
came here to pay their respects to his memory 
have returned to their homes, They have done 
all that they could and Chicago has distin- 
guished herself in this great demonstration. 
But the important political lesson which Judge 
Gresham sought to impress upon the vast mul- 
titude belongs to the whole country. It has 
all the permanency of truth. It should be read 
and heeded by every young man who would 
properly qualify himself forthe high and 
responsible duties of American citizenship. 


WOULD NOT THE DEMOCRATS BACK DOWN? 

Mr. Henry Watterson, in his tariff interview 
with several Chicago papers, expressed the 
firm opinion that the Democratic Ways and 
Means committee next winter will formulate 
a bill placing all foreign merchandise which 
competes with American manufactures on the 
free list, thus admitting them without duty, 
and abolishing every vestige of protection;

President will veto rt. Aud that the Presi- 
dential election will be fought out on the ap- 
proval or disapproval of that free trade bill. 

From present appearances it is quite possi- 
ble that the enormous radical free trade ma- 
jority in the House may do something very 
like what he predicts. He is on the inside of 
his party’s councils and may be speaking from 
the book. 

Suppose, however, that he should be disap- 
pointed in his forecast of the action of the 
Senate and Executive, and that they should 
conclude to let the Democratic free trade 
bill pass and take effect at once in order to 
settle this old vex8d question for all time. 
The people would have eight or nine months’ 
experience of free trade without a ray of pro- 
tection on competitive goods. Might not the 
Democrats find themselves caught in their 
own bear-trap?

| RICH BY KEEPING BAL- 
OF TRADE. 

Tun Terpuns has pointed out how Engiand 
has grown rich by her foreign commerce; it 
has shown how the alleged excess of imports 
over exports by 200 millions of dollars per 
annum was in point of fact just the other way, 
a balance of trade in favor of British dealing 
with other nationg of $200,000,000 a year. 
Hence the vast sums of money the British 
have loaned all over the world to other coun- 
tries, which are yielding interest to the British 
investors. : 

Can this steadily and rapidly growing aggre- 
gation of wealth be explained by reference to 
the deceptive sophism of the free-traders? 
How is it possible on their illogical hypothesis 
for England to import each year 1,200 millions 
and export 1,000 millions’ worth of goods, and 
get so tremendously rich out of the difference 
against her? Would not the people of that 


country be each year plunging more deeply | 


into debt, instead of accumulating wealth, if 
they were buying and consuming 200 million 
dollars a year more than they paid for? If 
the merchandise they import, or its excess 
over and above exports, were donated to them 
as a gift it would be a good thing for them to 
have and enjoy, but the world. does not do 
business that way. There is no charity in 
trade, no such things as gifts and donations. 
People have to pay for what they get, and pay 
the market price for it. But paying the stated 
price for what they received and only receiv- 
ing the tabular price for the goods they sold, 
the English must have by this time piled up a 
terrific debt at the rate of some one to two 
billions of dollars in each of the last three or 
four decades. ‘ 

That would be a poor way of doing business, 
and the best evidence we can have that the 
English people are not doing it in that way, or, 
as the W ner put it, are not trading for 
their health,” is found in the fact that they 


are all the time getting richer instead of 


poorer, and constantly buying the bonds of 
other countries, notwithstanding the fact that 
they have to import. something like two-thirds 
of their food and most of their raw materials for 
manufactures from abroad. So these trade 
reports of England which estimate the im- 
ports and exports at the value at British ports 
and ignore the cost of transportation hither 
and thither in British vessels and ‘the British 
bankers’ and brokers’ percentages on doing 
the business both ways do not show the facts 
by hundreds of: millions annually; that must 
be self-evident to any reflecting mind. That 
country does not pay out $1,200,000,000 and re- 
ceive $1,000,000,000 yearly, as the free-traders 
absurdly assert. In truth, the figures must be 
reversed to show the true state of the case. It 
is the foreign customers who pay to British 
manufacturers, merchants, bankers, and ves- 
sel-owners $1,200,000,000, and the British who 
pay but $1,000,000,000 each year for their im- 
ports, the difference going into the pockets of 
British capitalists, vessel-owners, sailors, 
bankers, and toilers in the various trades or 
employinents.. Iu payment for that differ. 
ence each year, and interest on the accumula- 
tion of those differences into lending or em- 
ploying capital, ‘has how got hold of 
six to eight hun millions of dollars’ worth 
of American securities, and other large 
amounts from the people of India, Canada, 
Australia, Argentina, Egypt, and a score of 
other countries, these amounts aggregating 
many billions, showing the extent to which 
England has got ahead and the other naticns 
fallen behind on the international balance of 
trade account. 

Now look on the other side of the picture, 
which is an utter blank in regard to the 
amount of indebtedness by England abroad. 
That country owes nothing to us or to her col- 
onies or to the others mentioned. None of 
her securities are floating around the bourses 
of Europe to pay balances of trade against her 
or waiting for customers to buy them and hold 
for annual accretions of interest. The British 
owe nothing to others, but are the creditors of 
all the world, which owes them in some shape 
or another and pays them interest each year 
for permission to defer the liquidation of the 
indebtedness. They take out of this country 
for interest alone some forty millions a year 
on our securities sold them to square the bal- 
ances of trade against us. 

France is acting on the same line of policy 
as England, but on a smaller scale. Germany 
is trying to imitate England and with a pros- 
pect of success, unless its energies be exhaust- 
ed by standing armies and war. Belgium and 
Switzerland have a similar ambition, ard 
some other nations are looking with a wistful 
eye at the problem as one that it is desired to 
solve for themselves. Why should not the 
United States make an effort in the same di- 
rection—at least to pay her expenditures with 
her exports? Why should we not take the ad- 
vantage offered by reciprocity treaties with 
the countries of Latin America and change 
our annual 100 millions of adverse balance 
into one in our favor? Why should we not have 
other countries paying annual interest to us, 
instead of paying it to them? Let the carping

answer these questions if they can. Let Gov. 
Boies of Iowa and Gov. Campbell try their teeth 
on that file. Let R. Q. Mills of Texas, Billy 
Springer of Illinois, McMillin of Tennessee, 
and Crisp of Georgia—all candidates for the 
Speakership—try their hands on it. People 
will give them an attentive hearing, for it is 
a mighty interesting and important subject. 


THE WIDE DIFFERENCE. 
Mr. Henry Watterson in his interview said 


that ‘‘Slaine’s reciprocity scheme, which is 
only another name for free trade in homeo- 
pathic doses, has sounded the death-knell of 
protection. This statement that reciprocity 
is free trade du a smal! scale has been made 
time and again by Democrats of more than 
ordinary intelligence. But it is so utterly un- 
true that it is impossible to explain the fact of 
its being made by so many Democrats except 
on the hypothesis that one of the least intelli- 
gent ones used it first, and the others repeated 
it after him, parrot-wise, without stopping to 
examine the absurdity of it. 

Reciprocity means the free admission of 
non-competitive products, being at present 56 
per cent of the total volume of American im- 
ports. If reciprocity be free trade the 
country is not taking it in homeopathic doses. 
Reciprocity means, further, the imposition of 
protective duties on all competitive goods. 

Mr. Watterson’s free trade creed, which he 

s been teaching for twenty years, and has at 

got all the Northern Democrats to adopt, 
is that those competitive manufactures which 
Mr. Blaine says must pay duties shall be let 
in to this country free of tax, and that the 
leading non-conipetitive products, which are 
not raw materials, shall be made to pay duties, 
while by the reciprocity policy they are let in

A STUFFED REGISTRATION. 

If there had been any doubts about the 
necessity for a thorough revision of the ex- 
isting registration lists for this city on the 
forthcoming day of registration—the 20th of 
October—they must have been removed by 
the partial exposé of the stuffed registries of 
the First Ward made in the local columns of 
Tun Tron yesterday. The attention of 
the Republican Campaign committee, of the 
Election Commissioners, and of the election 
judges and clerks of the First Ward is most 
called to the facts there set 
forth. How isit to be explained that 46 voters 
were registered from a rickety structure at 
Nos. 168 and 170 South Clark street, that not 
less than 9 were registered from No. 219%¢ of 
the same street, 25 from No. 174 East Mad- 


ison street, 52 from No, 262 State street, 63 


from No. 54 Fourth avenue, 67 from No. 298 
Clark street, 58 from No. 312 Clark 
street, 30 from No. 160 Van Buren 
street, 41 from No. 128 Harrison street, 
32 from No. 367 Clark street, and so on? 
Those places are not hotels. Asa rule they 
are only three-story structures, the first floors 
of which are used for stores orsaloons. In some 
cases they are only two stories. If as many 
persons as are registe lived in those places 
at the time of registration they did so con- 
trary to all the sanitary laws and regulations 
of the city. But they did not live there. The 


registration from those places was bogus. 


The clerks of election who allowed the regis- 
tration to stand failedin their duty, either 
because they were intimidated or succumbed 
toa more seductive process. The dens, of 
course, had the protection of the police author- 
ities. They may have that protection even 
yet, because the same officers are in charge of 
the district, curiously enough. But that the 
First Ward is a field for vigorous, honest, suc- 
cessful work by those desirous of an honest 
registry there is no doubt. What is the Cam- 
paign committee going todo about it? Are 
the same weak, stupid, cowardly, or venal 
clerks that were intrusted with the revision 
last spring to be intrusted with it this fall? 
We shall see. 


Waurzz the Gladstonians have failed to wrest 
the seat for Northeast Manchester from the 
Tories, they have yet immensely improved 
their position, demonstrated the progress of 
the home rule idea in Great Britain, and paved 
the way for victory there at the general elec- 
tion. It is unusual to contest the reélection of 
a promoted Minister of the Crown, 4s was 
done in this case. But the Liberals wanted to 
make atest of their strength, and the result 
is, on the whole, satisfactory. Sir James Fer- 
gusson, whose promotion to the Postmaster- 
Generalship, rendered the new election neces- 
sary, was elected in 1886 by 327 majority, poll- 
ing 3,680 votes to 3,353 cast for the Liberal 
candidate, Mr. C, P. Scott, editor of the Mau- 
chester Guardian. In the election of Thurs- 
day the candidates were the same as in 1886, 
Mr. Scott being again the Gladstonian candi- 
date. The Tory majority of 827 in 1886 was 
cut down to 150, and the Liberals polled 545 
more votes than at the last contest, while the 
Tories added only 378 to their former poll. 
The figures were:

The Liberals fought under great disadvan- 
tages. The constituency is largely a working. 
man’s one, with a fringe of villadom. The 
registry was an old one. There were 1,300 
removals, mostly of workingmen, and half of 
them could not be traced. Over 200 were 
Irishmen employed at the time of the last reg- 
istration on the Manchester ship canal, The 
places of those who removed have been taken 
by other workingmen who are on the new reg- 
istry as Liberals. But they couid not vote at 
this election. They can at the generml election 
of next year, when the Home-Rule Liberals 
are almost certain to win the seat. The reduc- 
tion of the Tory majority more than one-half 
will have an important influence on the pend- 
ing elections in Buteshire, North Devon, and 
other places throughout Great Britain. The 
Liberals have good reason to be satisfied with 
the result. 


Mr. Henry WAtTERson says in his interview 
that this country must abandon the system 
of raising money by protective duties. Hav- 
ing abandoned duties on competitive goods 
he says it must raise a part of its revenue by 
adopting the English method of putting duties 
on non-competitive articles, such as tea, cof- 
fee, sugar, etc. And he adds: That is the 
system this country will adopt. In fact, direct 
taxation cannot be resorted to, as the Consti- 
tution forbids it and it is confined to the 
States. 

On the contrary, Congress is expressly au- 
thorized to levy direct taxes, and the Con- 
stitution directs how it shall be done. It 
says in the second section of the first article 
that direct taxes shall be apportioned among 
the several States according to their popula- 
tion.“ Revenue was obtained by such taxes 
in 1798; during the War of 1812, ana during 
the first years of the Southern rebeilion. This 
method of raising money never worked well, 
and certainly will never be resorted to again 
if it can be avoided.

LAST HONORS TO A KING. 


Karl L, the Ruler of Wurtemburg, Laid to 
Rest at Stuttgart. 

Srutreart, Oct. 9.—The Emperor of Ger- 
many arrived here today, his visit to the capi- 
tal of this kingdom being for the purpose of 
attending the funeral of the late King of 
Wurtemburg, who died Tuesday last. Shortly 
after reaching Stuttgart the Emperor, accom- 
panied by the notabilities who had welcomed 
his arrival, proceeded to the castle and en- 
tered the hall where the remains of King Karl 
were lying in state. The Emperor then laid a 
magnificent wreath of flowers upon the casket 
and knelt beside the remains of the dead ruler 
of Wurtemburg. 
Emperor rose and conversed in low tones 
with King William II. 

The funeral ceremonies took place at 10 
o’clock. A memorial service was held in the 
Marble room. The catafalque was surmount- 
ed by a handsome baldachin of black velvet, 
embroidered with silver. The casket was cov- 
ered with a red velvet pall, heavily embroid- 
ered and fringed with gold. Beside the casket, 
reposing upon richly-embroidered velvet cush- 
ions, were the crown, scepter, sword, and other 
insignia of royalty. 

At the conclusion of the service the casket 
was placed in a richly-draped funeral car and 
was conveyed, followed by the mourning nota- 
bilities, to the old castle of the Kings of Wurt- 
emburg. The procession — * the 
streets of Stuttgart, amid the tolling of bells 
in all the ch 

Upon arrival at the old castle the body was 
received by a guard of honor, amid the boom- 
ing of cannon and tolli of bells. Slowl 
and solemnly was the borne by the of- 
ficers of high rank into the chapel, where it 
was pla upon a richly dra bier in the 
center of the chancel and before the rails of 
the altar. 

When the last services commenced the royal 


} chapel filled with members of the royal and 


imperial families, by Cabinet Mmisters, dip- 
lomats, legislators, and officers of high rank. 
Queen Charlotte, wife of the new King of 
Wurtemburg, and all the royal Princesses 
were also present. 
The Court Chaplain officiated at the chapel 
ceremonies and preached the funeral sermon. 
The court chaplain Sarna his remarks 
eulogized the noble qualities of the dead mon- 
arch and sotouching were his references to 
dead that many of those — — * 
cluding the Emperor of rmany, ing 
toh ere of Wurtemburg, and Queen Char- 
tte. 


After these services had been concluded the 
casket was lowered into the royal vault, where 
rest the ashes of those of his house who have 
gone before him to the great tribunal. As the 
casket disappeared into the vault an anthem 
echoed from the organ and a salvo of artillery 
shook the old castle to its foundations. When 
the casket had been safely lowered into the 
vault, and had been placed in the niche 
awaiting it, the Emperor of Germany, accom- 
— by the King and Queen of Wurtem- 

rg and all the Princes and Princesses, de- 
scended and witnessed the blessing of the re- 
mains. Throughout the day and especially 
during the funeral procession and last cere- 
monies over the remains of the dead King, 
the streets of Stuttgart and the neighborhood 
of the castle were crowded with people from 
all parts of Wurtemburg. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


Nothing Known at Brussels of the Reported 
Attack on Capt. Jacques. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Bavussetrs, Oct. 9.—No information has yet 
been received here of the Zanzibar telegram 
published in Berlin and announcing that the 
Berlin expedition, headed by Capt. Jacques, 
had been attacked and destroyed in Ugogo, 
Eastern Africa. Capt. Jacques left Berlin in 
the spring to go, on behalf of the Brussels 
Anti-Slavery Society, to Lake Tanganyika 
to suppress slave trading. He started 
from Bagemoyo for the interior 
July 12 with a missionary exped 
of Algerian white fathers, the two expeditions 
forming a caravan of 1, men, protected by 
100 rifles. It is believed to be possible that 
on reaching Ugogo he may have met native 
hostility, encouraged by the recent victory of 
the Waheles over the German Zulewski expe- 
dition. It is nevertheless believed that had 
disaster occurred Cardinal Lavigerie would 
have received direct telegraphic advice. The 
last letters received here from Capt. Jacques’ 
expedition are dated from a place north of 
Manjawa, Aug. 9. 


Smokeless Powder Useless for Small Arms. 
[SPECIAL CABLS. | 

Loxnox, Oct. 9.—The result of the test made 
at the request of the government by Capt. 
Blunt on smokeless powder in England, Ger- 
many, France, Belgium, and the United States 
18 extremely disabpointing. Capt. Blunt de- 
clares it to be absolutely useless for small 
arms and gives his reason thus: “Ow 
to the extremely rapid combustion o 
this powder, grain being suff 
cient to increase the pressure of the 
normal charge to the extent of 15,000 to the 
square inch, it isdangerous for use in small 
guns, it being impossible to obtain neces- 
sary uniformity in the eartridges fof small 
arms. On the other hand, in big ns this 
powder is invaluable, for with thirty-five 

nds of smokeless powder the velocity of a 

Lab pound shell is 2,000 feet per second, while 
with 135 pounds of ordinary powder the veloc- 
ity is only 1,800 feet per second.

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DRAINAGE CANAL WORK. 


THE TRUSTEES WILL LISTEN TO A 
REPORT OF —— TODAY. 


Responsibility That Rests on the County— 
Plan to Dilute the Sewage in the 
Inos and Michigan Canal — Alleged 
Trouble Over a School Book-—$20,000 
Verdict Against the City— Weekly Pay- 
ment of Wages—Views of an Economic 
Gas Company Official. 

There will be an important meeting of the 
Drainage Board today, when Attorney Good- 
rich will report progress in the matter of con- 
demnation proceedings for the route to Joliet. 
As set forth in Tae Trarsune yesterday, the 
petition for condemnation proceedings was 
filed in the Circuit Court Thursday. The en- 
tire route to Summit was decided on a month 
ago, It depends now on the county when the 


Judges has yet consented to sit and hear the 
cases, but it 1s hoped J udge McConnell 
willdoso, and that proceedings will com- 
mence immediately. 

Seales will probably appoint the 
three official Assessors to pass on the value of 
the property somt time next week. The usual 
notices are now being served on the property- 
owners along the first mile of the route, and it 
is underatood many of them are willing to 
come into court immediately and to proceed 
to a trial. Im many instances the damages 
will be agreed upon between the drainage 
trustees and the owners, subject to the de- 
cision of the court and the finding of the jury. 

Attorney Goodrich tays he has all his wit- 
nesses prepared, and he is ready to proceed as 
soon as any Judge consents to hear the cases. 
It is hoped that rapid progress will be made, 
and that the route to Summit will be von- 
demned so that the contracts may be let and 
the work of cutting be commenced next 
spring. |

the courts. 

Talked Over a New Scheme. 

Several members of the Drainage Board, 
three of the Canal Commissioners, and repre- 
sentatives of the city met at the rooms of the 
Drainage Commissioners in the Rialto Build- 
ing yesterday morning to talk over a new 
scheme which has been propoSed for the 
better dilution of the sewage sent down 
through the Illinow and Michigan Canal and 
thus to meet the demands ot the people of 
Joliet and the Illinois Valley in general. 

This plan proposes that the city and the 
drainage district shall unite in the construc- 
tion of new pumping works at Corwith, near 
the point where the drainage channel crosses 
the canal and that the drainage district will at 
the same time pay for the dredging of the 
canal from Bridgeport to Corwith five feet 
lower than its present level. , 

To do this Mr. Prendergast, for the Drain- 
age Commissioners, proposes to get the con- 
sent of the Canal Commissioners also to put in 
gate dams and make such other arrangements 
as may be necessary. This project is encour- 
aged by the Joliets people who are just now 
making a demand fora greater pumpage of 
water at the Bridgeport works of the city. 

It is argued that, inasmuch as the city must 
soon enlarge its present works in any event, 
and as the operations of the Drainage Com- 
mission will in a few years render the works 
at Bridgeport useless, it would be of general 
advantage and economy if the city would ex- 
pend its money upon a new pumping station 
at Corwith, which will be useful in connection 
with the drainage channel, rather than en- 
large the present works at Bridgeport. 

Submitted the Proposition. 

The proposition as outlined was submitted 
to Commissioner Aldrich and Engineer Clarke, 
Commissioners J, C. Ames, Louis Hutt, Su- 
perintendent Layton and William Mills, Mr. 
Prendergast, Mesérs. Hotz, Altpeter, Wenter, 
Gilmore, Russell, 

Mr. Aldrich had no opinion to pronounce on 
the subject yesterday; but he thought that as 
the project was to be eventually a part of the 
drainage scheme the drainage district should 
bear the whole or most of the expense. He is 
at the same time quite opposed to giving up 
the city’s present plant at Bridgeport. 

The Canal Commissioners do not yet com- 
prehend the plan, and object to it on the 
ground that it means the further contamina- 
tion of the canal water by the contents of the 
South Fork of the South Branch, though there 
are no reasons for such fears. The whole sub- 
ject matter will come up at the meeting of 
the Drainage Trustees this afternoon, when a 
proposition will probably be formulated for 
submission to the City Council at its meeting 
next Monday. 

Mr. Alvarez’s Statements. 

“Within sixty days, if I obtain the contract 
from the City Council to disinfect the river, I 
will destroy all gases and odors in the forty- 
three miles embraced by the river and its two 
branches. If disinfected as I propose to dis- 
infect it Joliet’s cause of complaint ainst 
Chicago will cease to exist, the people of Chi- 
cago will be relieved from danger of an epi- 
demic, and the death-rate will appreciably 
diminished.”’ 

This statement was made by Adolphus Al- 
varez yesterday to a Trisune reporter. 

lan of Mr. Alvarez to disinfect tenement- 

ouses attracted considerable attention last 
spring and he gave several exhibitions of what 
he could do in the presence of officers of the 
Health Department. Continuing, Capt. Alva- 
rez said: 

“Pumping will never remedy the nuisance 
of which Joliet complains. Pumping can 
never destroy the germs of infection always 

revalent in the river. No matter how many 

housand cubic feet per minute you may 
ees it affects only the surface and not the 
ttom. Thecurrent is not strong enough to 
carry the solid matter away, therefore you 
have the same infection all the time as the 
gases remain in the bottom of the river to be 
stirred up occasionally by tug boats. 

“If you pump 300,000 or even 1,000,000 cubic 
feet per minute into the canal which passes 
by Joliet the water will be infected just the 
same. The difference in level between Chi- 
cago and Joliet is only eighty five teet and the 
distance thirty-five miles. A fall of 2.42 feet 
to a mile is not sufficient to carry off the solid 
matter. All that is pumped into the canal 
will remain on the bottom just as it does in 
the bottom of the river, Any canal, ditch, 
creek, or tunnel built there will after one 
month’s use be similarly affected.

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HEAVY VERDICT AGAINST THE CITY. 


An Owner of Property Adjoining Dearborn 
Street Viaduct Awarded $20,000, 

A $20,000 verdict was added to the city’s list 
of viaduct expenses yesterday. George J. 
Williams, owning property adjoining Dear- 
born street viaduct approach, sued the city 
for $30,000 damages shortly after the roadway 
was built and the case has just been tried in 
Judge Clifford’s court. Trial occupied sev- 
eral days, during which time the jury saw the 
property and listened to expert testimony. A 
verdict was given yesterday assessing the 
plaintiff's damages at $20,000. 

The verdict is considered excessive, and 
there is said to be no doubt that there will be 
an appeal. Had the Dearborn street viaduct 
been constructed in a proper way itis proba- 
ble that no damages would have beak — 
but too many concessions were made to the 
Northwestern railway company at the time of 
the construction in return for a contribution 
to the same. The Williams damages more 
than offset the entire amount.

The residue are 
victims of chloral hydrate, morphia, chloroform, 
others opium, cocaine, and drugged cigarettes, 
Occasionally a patient arrives who has reveled in 
all the luxuries of the season.“ including raw 
alcohol, liquor, and all the pernicious drugs just 
enumerated. Morphine and whisky are often 
used together. In addition to these unfortunates 
there are many ladies here for treatment. I have

150. They never appear on the street

gant thing is to drink champagne. Nine-tenths 
of them, however, are devotees of the god Mad- 
joon. They have been using opium in its varied 
forms.

bottle of whisky and told me to take a 
drink, Without deciding whether I desired to or 
not, I pulled out the cork, and the very smell of 
the liquor sickened mo. the stuff back. 
If I had swallowed any of it my stomach would 
not have retained it two minutes. Every man 
attends to his own medical treatment, as far as 
the dope is concerned. He takes it every two 
hours, and when his bottle is empty he goes to 
the “shot tower“ and has it refilled. Four 
times a day he falls into line, and, with his left arm 
bared to the shoulder, marches up to one of the 
panties tables and shot. Once in a while 
the instrument stings like the bite of a venomous 
insect, but ordinarily the operation might 
be said to be painless. The old punctures heal up 
as fast as new ones are made. The fluid usually 
injected is red in color, buton the table is 
some white fluid. When aman gets a shot com- 
posed of both these colors, we call it getting

Out of every hundred that are cured only five re- 
turn to their cups. The latter are usually very 
young men, who have been virtually forced to a 
course of treatment by tneir parents or friends 
and who have no real desire to — a

no attempt to utilize them has ever been made 
until now. Bichloride of gold is a dangerous in- 
redient to introduceinto the human system, and 
used in a blundering manner would be liable to 
produce fatal results.

The man is once more complete master 
of himself and his actions. As the burnt child 
dreads the fire so will he fear and shun the cause 
of his former disasters. I have conversed wit 
men who were cured one, two, aud three years 
ago and their testimony was the same—they had 
no more ire for whisky than they had for 
aroenic or strychnine, 


Concluding Observations,

to him or to any one else; that it is better to live 
pan Egg 8838 es to pass a mandrog years 
am mes of debauchery; that a 8 
tenure of life is extremely uncertain.

They go forth bold- 
ly, satisfied that alcohol will never 
again touch their lips. Many of them 
are greatly ch in appearance from the day 
they arrived in a tted condition. This leads 
me to refer to“ farewell jags. It is a bad plan 
to come here drunk. One man I am acquainted 
with stopped at Chicago to have a “ farewell 

ag. and got sandoagwed and robbed, and arrived 

ere with both eyes blacked and his nose broken, 
and not a cent in his pocket. If aman arrives 
drunk he is placed in charge of an attendant at 
an extra expense of N ver day. By the time he 
fully recovers from the spree and the remedies 
begin to take full effect on his system, he has 
wasted a week, which means a loss of $30 or $40, 
It is easy to pick out an opium fiend. 


Morphine Slaves. 


A morphine slave said to me: “I was first 
tempted to use pe poy after reading De 
Quincy’s ‘ Confessions of an Opium Eater.’ That 
book has done an immense amount of harm in 
the world.

INDIA IS INTERESTED. 


A Newspaper in the Far Aawy East Speaks 
for the Exposition.

India 
cannot afford not to be well represented at this 
coming World's Fair, politically and commercial- 
ly. A blunder of the first magnitude will be com- 
mitted unless the country with its many sided in- 
dustries and its vast political ibilities is not 
in its best dress in Chicago in 1893, What if the 
United States does stand fifth in the 
list of countries with which India _ trades? 
Why is it so? Mutual ignorance; nothing else. 
The American merchant and buyer not know 
what may be added from Indian anvils, and 
looms, and soil. The Indian dealer and consumer 


d [| do not suspect the richness of America in those 


things which would fit into the needs of Indian 
life. How are t interested but mutually ig- 
norant trading nations to be brought together? 
Only by acquaintance. And how better shall that 
acquaintance be brought about than by India 
being resent at the coming Exposition in 
strength? The government cannot afford a skip- 
ping, cheese-paring policy with reference to it, 
and it is a matter over which Indian merchants 
— well rejoice, though Lord Cross does not

ARRANGEMENT OF COMMITTEES, 


Pennsylvania Falls In with the Saggestions 
of the Commission. 

Hanktsnund, Pa., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—The 
most important work done by the Pennsyl- 
yania World's Fair Board, which met in this 
city, was the arrangement of all the com- 
mittees to harmonize with the twelve great 
departments as outlined by the National Com- 
mittee on Classification. Pennsylvania is the 
tirst State to take this important step, and the 
obvious advantages of the measure are numer- 
ous. It will enable Pennsylvania to adopt 
and use the pamphlet issued by the National 
Committee on Classification, and this will 
save considerable expenditure of both time 
and money. Furthermore this new arrange- 
ment will obviate all clashings with the Na. 
tional Bureau when it comes to the grouping 


of the exhibits. Had this step not been taken | 


there would have been frequent disagree. 
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ments and differences. The board seems to 
be in a shape now todo practical work, and 
the new Executive Commissioner, Benjamin 
Whitman, has. taken hold of the work with a 
vim, and promises to be a very efficient 
officer. 

Much business of a purely routine character 
was transac The report of the Woman’s 
committee showed that the work of this de- 
partment was progressing most admirably. 
Committees of froin five to twenty promi- 
nent women were appointed in each county 
to assist the State committee in its work. By 
request of many architects the time for sub- 
mitting designs for the Pennsylvania Build- 
ing was pcolonged from Nov. 1 to Nov. 12. 


HOW WORK IS PROGRESSING, 


Reports of the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings. 

At the meetmg of the Board of Directors 
yesterday the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings submitted a lengthy report, which 
was received and placed on file. This report 
covered a great many features in the building 
department. In regard to insurance and fire 
protection the report stated that a satisfactory 
basis had been agreed upon by the 
Insurauce Auxiliary committee of the 
Exposition management, and that con- 
tractors will be afforded ample fire 
protection. A model engine-house has been 
completed and is in working order. Double 
lines of fire hose are furnished for every build- 
ing, and when work ceases in the evening 
these lines of hose are extended to the build- 
ings and coupled to the nearest hydrants, be- 
ing ready for use at a moment notice. The 
water mains are now completed various 
buildings. The fire pumps and pails are in 
place and have been successfully tested, and 
sone at 100 pounds pressure is kept up con- 

antly. ‘ 

In the Landscape Department 35,000 cubic 
yards of black soil have been removed prepar- 
atory to sodding, ete. About 20,000 cubic 
yards ofsand have been moved. Nearly 6,- 
000,000 trenches have been dug for drain pipe. 
Three thousand five hundred and ten feet of 
grading ang ome Island avenue have been 
completed. The gardeners have been busily 
engaged with propagation, planting, and cult- 
ivating of plants preparatory to the approach 
of winter. About 340 men and twenty teams 
are daily employed. 

In the matter of grading and dredging the 
approximate number of cubic yards of earth 
moved up to Oct. 1, 1891, is 1,028,105. The 
grading is practically finished, with the excep- 
tion of the southwestern portion of the 
grounds, and this will be delayed until im- 
portant matters are determined. The com- 
plete waterway aiound the main island was 
effected Sept. 25. The pier proper is now 
complete, with the exception of the defender 
piles along the walls of the same. 

There have been laid 22,000 feet of the vari- 
ous size of waterpipe, and contracts have been 
let fur 45,000 feet of sewer pipe. Eleven miles 
of track have been laid, including switches and 
installation track. 

The temporary electric light and power 
plant is nearly * ramet Stations have also 
been located for police and fire alarm signals. 

The sanitary condition of the grounds was 
considered by the Medical Director to be 
reasonably good. The tents of the contractors 
are all removed and most of the laborers on 
the ground occupy the new boarding house 
recently completed at the southeast corner of 
the Manufactures Building. 

The report showed that 681 men are now 
employed in the construction department.

PROGRESS OF WORK AT THE PARK. 


Review of the Work Done on the Various 
Buildings and on the Grounds, 

In every department of construction work 
atthe grounds has been greatly advanced 
this week. Upon each one of the buildings a 
larger number of men is now employed than 
hitherto, and this is true of all branches, 
grading, foundation-making, substructure, 
superstructure, iron work, staff-making, mod- 
eling and decoration, and landscape develop- 
ment. Summarized the present state of the 
work upon the buildings is us follows: 

Manufactures and Liberal Arts—Nearly one- 
half of the foundation work is finished, and one- 
quarter of the area is now ready for flooring, in 
which about 260,000 feet of lumber has already 
been put in. Two gangs of men have h em- 
plore in floor laying and have followed up the 

oundation work as soon as it has been complet- 
ed section by section. The saw milis run through 
about eight cars a day, and with the electric 
light, which is now atly needed, and the plant 
for which is nearly ready, the capacity of the 
mills can reach twelve and even fifteen cars for 
day and night work. The foundation work is 
getti along well, and Agnew & Co. are putting 
material on the E promptly. About fitteen 
cars of material for this building now reach the 
ground daily. The working force on the build- 
ing has been doubled since last week. | 
isheries and Aquaria—The foundations are all 
in, sawmills running full capacity cutting timber 
for superstructure. .At present there is plenty of 
material to go with. The construction track to 
the building has been increased and improved.

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EFFECT OF HIGHER TINPLATE DUTIES. 


Dissatisfaction of the ComsumersDisap- 
pointed at Results— Will Ask Congress to 


sumers of tinvlate in this country met yester- 
day at the Fulton club rooms, Fulton and 
Gold streets, and formed an association to be 
known as the Tinplate Consumers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States. After listening to 
a statement of its objects one of those present 
characterized the new organization as some- 
thing designed to choke off all tinplate lies

The meeting was held in response to a call 
sent out to consumers some time ago by 
Charles S. Trench, and there were present, in 
person or by proxy, firms which, it was said, 
use more than three-fifths of the tinplate that 
comes into this country.

* The Ride to the Lady, and Other Poems, 
is the title of Helen Gray Cone’s latest collec- 
tion of verses. To adopt Wordsworth’s phrase 
we may say that the poetry of this writer is 
not inevitable enough. It is tasteful, correct, 
what you will; but it is unimpassioned; one 
seems to have read it all before, dnd to have 
grown wéary of it. There is little of the glow 
and freedom which accompany a real poetic 
impulse, and many of the pieces produce the 
effect of “ a ordered job, as Pomona’s light- 
ning-rod mam would say.

Story That Blaine Will Not Negotiate with 
the Present Canadian Ministry. 

Wasuinetoxy, D. C., Oct. 6.— [N. T. 
Sun.] — The action of President Harrison in 
suggesting to the Governor-General of Can- 
ada that the conference on the subject of the 
trade relations of the United States and Can- 
ada, which was set for Oct. 12, be postponed, 
owing to Mr. Blaine’s ill-health, has aroused 
much comment in Washington.

Chicago Can Afford to Laugh at Sneers and 
; Be Amused at Envy. 

Philadelohia Times: Twenty years ago to- 
day, on Oct. 8, 1871, acombination of a broken 
lantern in a cow-shed, high winds, and fire- 
trap structures brought the City of Chicago 
into a bright and blazing prominence which 
is still referred to as the fire,” the one seeth- 
ing, surging, sweeping baptism of flame which 
dimmed the historic splendor of the great fire 
of London, and which Boston, Lynn, and 
other centers have since then vainl tried to 
emulate. But as there is only one Chicago— 
the one Queen City of the West—so there has 
only been one Chi fireto go thundermg 
down the ages as greatest pyrotechnic 
effect since the time — Nero. 

It was on a Sunday evening, just a couple of 
decades ago, when the first spark sputtered 
into a flame that was to light a great and 
growing city to a temporary desolation and 
shroud its glories in an avalanche of ashes. 
Bright, breezy, and pleasant had been that 
Indian summer Sabbath. People were re- 
turning to their homes from joyous excur- 
sions, and the churches had — discharged 
their congregations after the t services of 
the day, when the fire broke out, the alarm 
was 8 and a few firemen trotted off 
laughingly to drown oat a bit of a 
~ ay which had started up in an old barn. 

But, as great events spring from small causes, 
80 1 * miserable little blaze which first at- 
tracted notice spread until it became a con- 
flagration over which the world stood awed and 
helpless in the presence of the demon of de- 
struction. 

From the Sunday evening until the follow- 
ing Tuesday the great fire set human bravery 
and tried appliances at defiance. It swept on, 
unimpeded in its tidal wave of destruction 
until 2,100 acres of the heart of the city had 
been reduced to ruin; until 17,450 buildings 
had been leveled to the ground : until 98,500 
persons had been rendered homeless, and un- 
til 200 lives had been lost. Property amount- 
ing to upwards of $200,000,000 in value, and 
representing about one-third of the entire 
property in the city, had vanished entirely, 
an . I a population of 320,000 became the objects 
of sympathy to the civilized world, and their 
misfortunes opened a floodgate of help which, 
in its extent of charity, has had no equal in 
its warmth and spontaneity. 

But Chivago did not shrink or wither under 
that dire affliction. The misfortune which 
had fallen upon her only seemed to brace her 
to higher and more ambitious efforts. 
Troubles only brought out her more heroic 
nature, and ere the ashes of her fiery cyclone 
had become cold she was busy at work re- 
building, expanding, growing bigger and 
brighter, and once more assuming her old 

roud position as the Queen of the West. 

he neither abdicated her throne nor de- 

aired upon it. Upward and onward did she 
climb ere was no faltering weakness or 
— inaction in her hour of sorrow. 
Heavy as had been the blow it only staggered 
her for a moment, and ere the call of time 
had been made she was again fighting, not 
merely to regain her old supremacy as the 
wonder city of the world, but to become still 
more great and powerful ‘and self-assertive as 
the gateway to the great West, and as the 
bridge of progress which links the crowded 
and commercial Atlantic States to the harvest- 
kissed and corn-crowned prairie empire. 

Nor has she ever wavered in the path of te- 
cuperation and expansion. Today she is again 
the wonder, the admiration, and the envy of 
her sister cities, and with her more than a 
million people, her boundless capacity for 
growth, her honest pride in her own progress, 
and her clear grit and backbone she can af- 
ford to laugh at those who sneer at her mush- 
room growth and be amused at the envy which 
her prosperity has raised. Nor sneers nor 
envy will in any way disturb her mind or with- 
draw her from the work she has in hand—that 
of making the Chicago of the tuture as solidly 
great and powerful as it is now ambitious and 
progressive.

Most 
remarkable of all is the invention of Mrs. 
Mary B. Walton for deadening the sound of 
car wheels. She lived near the elevated rail- 
road in New York, and was greatly annoyed 
by the sound of the roaring trains passing her 
house. The most noted machinists and in- 
ventors of the country had given their atten- 
tion to the subject without being able to fur- 
nish the solution. A woman’s brain did the 
work, and her appliance, proving perfectly 
successful, was adupted by the elevated roads, 
and she is now reaping the rewards of a happy 
thought.

THE MAN’S WOMAN AND THE WOM- 
AN’S WOMAN ALWAYS UNLIBE. 


Revival of the Old Arguments as to Why 
the Woman Who Is Popular with Her 
Sisters Seldom Succeeds with the Men— 
The Men Insist on an Essentially Femi- 
nine Woman, While the Clever Woman 
Is Clever Rather than Pretty. 


There are certain questions of apparently 
diabolical derivation which seem created to 
stand the signs manual of the endless caleulus 
of discussion and argument. They reappear 
at more or less irregular intervals, like comets, 
to throw the challenging gauntlet at the feet 
of every thinker not totally devoid of intelli- 
gence. Of these queries none are more per- 
sistent and aggressive than that which con- 
cerns the difference between a man’s woman 
and a woman’s woman, and none have, from 
the woman’s point of view, been more weakly 
or illogically argued. Thoughtful women ob- 
ject to the idea that a man’s woman is a false- 
hearted fool, or a woman’s woman a shallow, 


sentimental prude. 

The man’s woman is born, not made, like 
the poet or the painter. A woman may be a 
modern Athena in wisdom, a Griselda of pa- 
tience, a Penelope of virtue and industry, a 
Helen in beauty, but if she lacks the peculiar 
equable and delicate balance which delights, 
and the intangible thing calied fascination 
which charms the man nature, she cannot 
please the most susceptible, pin-feathery, 
vealy undergraduate or cadet in the ranks, 

The man’s woman must be what the man 
calls a womanly woman—that is, an essen- 
tially feminine woman. She is or seems 
yielding, lovable, a little bit helpless, not at 
all aggressive or argumentative, and not too 
intense or intellectual. The average man ob- 
jects to being entertained by analytical night- 
mares or overwhelmed by encyclopedical so- 
lidity in petticoats, even if the petticoats aro 
frilled in approved fashion. 

The man’s woman, according to the New 
York Sun, must be the perfect complement 
to his own nature, abounding in that which he 
lacks, fulfilling and perfecting that which in 
him is — 5 but she must not belittle 
him with her superiority. Her weakness and 
dependence call into delightful expression the 
protective element, which is one of the strong 
characteristics of his regard. Her daintiness 
delights his esthetic sense, for it counterbal- 
ances his rugged strength and masculinity. 
Her beauty appeals to his chivairy, her inno- 
cence to his honor, her admiration to his van- 
ity, her sweet submission to his superiority 
and masterfulness. 

Women as a rule are not just in their criti- 
cismns of the man’s woman. They cali her 
heartless, vain, artificial, weak, and designing. 
Granted that many are all these, and yet are 
prime favorites at court because of a special 
gift of beauty or of the fata! fascination which 
some people call magnetism, and which no 
savant, however philosophical, really can 
analyze or explain. 

But the really artistic, gifted man’s woman 
deserves not this censure. She doesn’t under- 
stand women, and they do not comprehend 
her. She is not at her best with them, and, 
be it said to her credit, it is not altogether her 
fault. In many cases jealousy on the one hand 
and sensitiveness with regard to the unjust 
criticisms and decisions of that jealoasy on 
the other widen the breach. 

Now, this ideal man’s woman is, first of all, 
a clever woman. She knows and likes the 
man as he really is, and not as she has read of 
him in books or dreamed of him in fantasies. 
There is a perfect understanding between her 
nature and his, and in this relation, as a wise 
married woman once said, the woman must 
do all the studying. She must not only under- 
stand the man’s nature but her own, and the 
effect of her nature upon his and his upon 
hers. Then, at the price of eternal vigilance, 
must she adjust her gifts to his so cleverly 
that he thinks he is making all the concessions 
and doing all the psychological adaptation. 
Sometimes this knowledge is intuitive and its 
manifestations are known under the mystic 
name of tact. It is as marked in the girl of 
17, that the boys all like to be with, as in the 
woman of 50, who presides over her salon 
with grace and dignity. 

The man’s woman is interested intelligently 
ang sincerely in the things dear to the heart 
of man. If she doesn’t know very much about 
them how delightful to show his superior 
knowledge in explaining. She wants to hear 
all about the plot of his new book, the pedi- 
gree and record of the horse he has bet on, the 
brand of wine he likes best, the new business 
scheme that, ten toone, he hasn’t told his 
own wife, the books he reads, the men he 
meets at his club, and all, and he enjoys tell- 
ing her all about ‘it, because her interest is 
sincere. 

The man’s woman is a good talker, dancing 
lightly from one subject to another with easy 
grace, not dwelling too long on detail or in- 
troducing personalities and never vehement 
or insistent. A man is usually too tired of the 
seriousness, jar and fret, of actual life 
when be seeks social recreation or woman’s 
companionship tc care to listen to grandilo- 
quent discourse or to exercise his tired intel- 
lectual powers in splitting analytical hairs. 
This is where the American woman has such 
immense advantage over her more thoroughly 
educated and better read English sister. "This 
is what wins for her the ducal coronet and the 
name that cameover with the Conqueror. Her 
sure intuition tells her the precise second when 
with her lightning quick transition she must 
change t subject from books to 
horses and yet hinge the two upon 
some common word or suggestion that 
the conversation may not seem forced 
or broken. But the man’s woman is invari- 
ably a better listener than talker. She some- 
how makes the man tell his best stories in his 
very best form. She fiads the subject he talks 
wel . and whether it is coal mines or con- 
certs she convinces him that her life's success 
depends upon knowing all about that subject 
—in fact, that she has been searching for years 
for the precise information he is ready now to 
stand and deliver. In the intoxication of her 
sympathetic appreciation he astonishes him- 
self with his own brilliant remarks and leaves 
her presence delighted with her because he is 
delighted with himself, 

e man’s woman must of necessity be a 
stronger woman than the man knows. A weak 
woman would weary him with her complain- 

ig, her fussing, her fretting over trifles. 

Figuratively speaking, the man’s woman may 
allow him the delicious privilege of. having 
her shed a few tears on his shoulder, but she 
never cries until her nose is red. She doesn’t 
go off in spells and headaches and nerves and 
tears, and have te be lugged out just when the 
act is on or the race is finishing, or when he is 
tired of friction and annoyance. She is varia- 
ble in her moods, and each ch from pen- 
siveness to piquancy fires his 22 to 
fresh frenzy, but she doesn’t prolong the mood 
until he is weary, or intensify it until he is 
annoyed. 
The man’s woman is not usually interested 
in the serious form of advancement of wom- 
an’s sphere. She is pretty sure to have a 
sphere found for her within the circle of a 
wedding ring, and is apt to find plenty of 
sweet demands within that sphere for her time 
and talents. The need of the world has not 
touched her roughly and does not appeal to 
her strongly. Things are made easy for her 
and delightful, and she doesn’t exactly under- 
stand why other women don’t follow her ex- 
If her nature 
lacks the depths and heights that grander 
souls know she is quite as comfortable for 
the average man to sit opposite three times a 
day in the 365 days which make up a common 
year. 

The man’s woman is not easily won. Wisest 
of all is her wisdom in concealing any effort 
she may make to please him. She takes more 
than she gives, and, holding herself well in 
hand, smn es down upon him from heights of 
her own setting. She never cheapens herself, 
never flutters about for his regard, but draws 
him as unconsciously as surely by the mystic 
charm to her side. She baffles him with her 
wiles, her mysteries, her whims. She reads 
him like an open book. She shuts the story 
of herself behind clasped covers. She holds 
back the thing he strives most strenuously to 
obtain, until he measures its value by the 
effort it costs in winning. She knows by wise 

i that the man who unheedingly crushes 
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women in the man's pleasure world. 

The woman’s woman may be classified as of 
two pathetic woman and the 
strong woman. You all know the former— 
that is, all women know her. Sunny, self-re- 
liant, capable, clever in character reading 

in woman’s arts, quick with help and 
true and loyal, unselfish, and sincere. 
ren goto her fearlessly, young girls 
make her their safe deposit of the confidences 
t dare not intrust to their own mothers, 
wives tell her the secrets that they wouldn’t 
have their married friends know for the world, 
and every man wonders why some other fel- 
low doesn’t see that she would make him the 
nicest wife in the world. 
woman’s woman dresses just as care- 
fully for women as for men—indeed, more 80 
—for izes the value of the woman’s 
judgment in matters of dress. She shines at 
the woman’s lunch or old ladies’ tea quite as 
much as at the dinner or reception, tells her 
brightest stories, says her best thmgs for 
women. She can brace up a church social or 
make the dreary desert of the woman’s club 
blossom as the rose by the delicacy of her wit, 
the freshness of her fancy, the scintillation of 
her bright spirits. She does this on principle, 
but she enjoys it. 

She meets the woman’s nature at every point 
with perfect sympathy and never-faili 

lies and reénforcements. She has —

Probably 
her poems have been to more women a Bible, 
her Aurora Leigh to more young girls a 
religion, than have the works of any other 
writer. The exceptional man found her, and 
this woman's woman was wise in appreciating 
him. No one understands him, she 
writes in her letters, I am inside him and 
hear him breathe.“

Work and Large Schemes of Philan- 
thropy—Descended from New England 
Puritans, She Never Forgets Her An- 
cestry—The Patron of Keely’s Motor. 
One of the most interesting women who 
have found homes in England is Mrs. Bloom- 
field Moore, who reigns graciously over the 
old mansion in which Sir Robert Peel once 
lived, and in the great drawing-room of which 
his marriage with Miss Floyd was solemnized, 
The Ladies’ Pictorial contains a pleasant 
sketch of Mrs. Moore and her house. 
Mrs. Moore is indeed a remarkable woman,

It is as a literary woman, a successful 
worker among workers, a promoter of scienge, 
an enthusiastic admirer of intellect, rather 
than as a society grande dame that Mrs. 
Moore prefers to be regarded. Her salon is 
always open to all earnest workers in each 
and every department of knowledge, and her 
sympathy and practical help have often been 
the means of assisting some such toiler along 
the thorny path to a successful finish. 

The keynote of Mrs. Moore’s character is 
work. She is never happy unless she has some 
large philanthropic scheme on hand, and un- 
less her private literary occupations seem too 
overwhelming to ever reach completion. Her 
literary career has been a long and successful 
one, though only pursuéd con amore, and not 
from necessity, the proceeds of her work be- 
ing always devoted to charity. Her earlier 


books, novels, and short stories are perhaps 


not so well known in England as are ber 
poems and magazine articles on social ethics 
and the questions of the day which most affect 
women and their ition in public as weil 
as private life. From her earliest girl 
h all such subjects have held a 
vital interest for her, and she has never 
ceased to use her pen vigorously in defense 
of those principles which uphoid and sustain 
a woman’s right to win and hold, by virtue 
of intellect and ability, whatever position she 
may aspire to, irrespective of prejudice. 
Even in her poeme, which are full of melody 
and graceful imagination, she is constantly 
tighting the battle of womanhood,”’ strik- 
ing with no ungentle, though firm, hand those 
inner complex chords of which a woman’s 
heart and soul are made up. In charity she 
is equally wide-minded; it was through her 
untiring zeal and energy that the Woman’s 
Braach of the Sanitary Commission in 
Philadelphia was established at the time 
of the American Civil War, and she 
also created and organized the Special 
Relief committee for hospital work on 
the battlefields; also the organizmg of the 
women’s committees for the great Sanitary 
Fair fell upon her, whereby over $1,000,000 
was realized. Not many years ago she pre- 
sented to the Pennsylvania Museum in Phila- 
delphia a very valuable collection of artistic 
— industrial objects, including ceramics of 
various countries and epochs, ivory carvings, 
Roman and Florentine objets d’arts, laces, 
fabrics, ancient glass, illuminated missals, 
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metal-work, and hand-darving; in fact, a most 
unique and interesting collection, and one not 
to be equaled in the ceramic department out- 
side of the national museums. 

In speaking of this gift, she said very quiet- 
ly: “I gave it as a memorial of my husband, 
and when I die all my collections of paint 
by masters of the Italian and Spanish schoo 
wiil pass to the same museum, which is now 
known as the ‘ Bloomfield-Moore Collection.“ 
All my modern paintings, however, my 
ceramics and bric-&-brac, which you see here, 
I have left, at the request of my grandchildren, 
to the National Museum at Stockholm. My 
daughter’s children are very dear to me and 
they being half Swedish by birth and wholly 
so by education and patriotism, I feel I can- 
not make a better distribution of my art ob- 
jects than by giving them where my grand- 
children can always have access to them. 

Mrs. Moore’s eldest daughter is married to 
Count Carl Gustof von Rosen, who is Grand 
Chamberlain to the King of Sweden, and her 
grandson is the popular Count Clarence von 

n, a great favorite at court and an aide 
on the staff of the Commanding-General, the 
Archduke Albert. 

Of late years Mrs. Moore has devoted all her 
time as well as much of her wealth to the 
development and perfecting of that unknown 
physical force «hich Mr. Keely claims to be 
the working agent of his motor power. Mrs. 
Moore is not one to be easily daunted 
m any work she takes up, and she 
remains firm in ber belief in Mr. 
Keely’s ultimate success; meantime 
her pen, her brains, her influence, are all loy- 
ally exerted in his cause. As far back as 1 
Mrs. Moore wrote a paper on ‘“ Ether the 
True Protoplasm, which the late Mr. Brown- 
ing and Dr. Richard Garnett, after reading, 
sent to Dr. Chapman for the Westminster Re- 
view. Dr. Chapman, however, could not see 
his way to using it in the Review, but he sent 
it to Dr. Crane, with a note saying he consid- 
ered it a most remarkable production to come 
from a woman’s pen.

It was painted by order 
of the Uni States Government as a testi- 
monial of his valuable services during the 
Yellowstone Exploring Expedition in 1816, 
when Mr. Jessup accompanied W e as 
the geologist of the expedition. are 
portraits, one of Augus- 
tus Collins, Mrs, Moore’s maternal grand- 
father, who served under Gen. Washington; 
and of Oliver Wolcott Jr., who was First Sec- 
retary of the Treasury — Washington’s 
Aaministration. Mrs. Oliver Wolcott and Mrs. 
Edward 2 (Mrs Moore’s grandmother) 
were celebrated at the Republican court of 
their day for their personal beauty.
